ent need of food legislation \yas 
| emphasized by Secretary Houston, 
j of 
the 
agricultural 
department, 
j yesterday, in a statement outlining 
in detail the purposes of food hills 
the administration has asked con­ 
gress to pass. 
"Co-operating as w'p are with the 
nations of Europe 
in 
the 
war 
against the central powers,’’ said 
Secretary Houston, “the task of 
maintaining the subsistence of the 
allies is at once a political and 
moral obligation and a military ne­ 
cessity. 
War is alw’avs destruc­ 
tive of production, an i, in 
a 
pe­ 
culiar sense, it is destructive of 
the production of foodstuffs, sine** 
w’ur leads to a scarcity of labor, 
and labor is one of the chief fac­ 
tories in cultivation of tin* soil. 
“ In addition, the wheat crop of 
practically the entire wrorld has 
suffered serious reduction during 
the past year; and the prospects 
for t he coming year promise little 
or no increase in the production of 
this essential cereal. 
“One of two courses lies open 
to our government. 
The first is 
to continue as we are at present, 
that is, to permit unhampered the 
abnormal operations of trade, ren­ 
dered all the more abnormal be­ 
cause of the needs of the allies for 
foodstuffs from this country. 
The 
scrond plan consists in the regula­ 
tion or control of our foodstuffs to 
the double end of maintenance of 
the subsistence of the allies and 
the protect ion of the fisxl needs 
and commercial interests of our 
own people. 
“The bills now’ pending in con­ 
gress provide for 
systematic 
de­ 
velopment of our productive forces 
and an adequate control of distri­ 
bution and consumption, to the end 
of conserving for ourselves and for 
the allies the foodstuffs provided 
through the stimulation of agricul­ 
ture.” 
Secretary Houston describes the 
first food bill as a measure to 
stimulate production and the sec­ 
ond one to 
control 
distribution. 
W hat is to be accomplished under 
each is given at length.

“The whole party then went into 
Stockton and the prisoners were 
locked up in the jail, pending de­ 
velopments. We retired for a con­ 
ference with Webb and he declar­ 
ed first that he would go out and 
organize a new posse of law abid­ 
ing citizens and protect the pris­ 
oners. After a long conference we 
told him that we would agree that 
no vital harm would be done the 
no n unless new evidence was dis­ 
covered. 
“Piersol and Fletus Adams were 
tin* men we wanted to quiz. We 
took Piersol first, 
a 
well known 
Springfield doctor and a high pub­ 
lic official of Cedar county doing
